There was a bulletin coming in 
on the teletype. 


It was from Tegucigalpa, Hon- 
duras. It said that a rebel band 
of about 500 men was active in 
the state of Lempira in the west- 

ern part of the 
country. 

I stood there 
remem ber- 
ing my cub 
newspaper days 
in Nashville, 
Tenn. The city 
room was on 
the second 
floor. One could 
look right out 

the windows to a vacant ot. 
There was an ash heap on it and 
scattered piles of tin cans and old 
bottles. The neighborhood used 
the lot as a convenient dump. 


In the edges of the ash heap 
was a weather-stained old wooden 
sign. It could not be read from 
the window, the letters being dim- 
med by rains and snows and the 
soot of many chimneys. But all 
the young reporters knew what 
was on it. We had gone there 
often to read it. The sign said 
that William Walker, newspaper 
man, adventurer and soldier of 
fortune, had been born on that 
site May 8, 1824, and that he 
had been executed in Trujillo, 
Honduras, September 12, 1860. He 
was called, the sign further said, 
“The Gray-Eyed Man of Destiny.” 


The stuff of dreams was in that 
sign. And the symbolism of the 
ash heap and the old bottles and 
cans was an integral part of them. 

Fidel Castro’s Cuban success 
has launched many revolutionary 
groups, though none seems to have 
had a people ready to provide 
necessary support as Castro had. 


Old Days 


But they do serve to bring back 
memories of the old days when 
soldiers of fortune were even 
more romantic than now. Two. of 
the greatest of these were Ameri- 
cans. One was Lee Christmas, 
“The Incredible Yankee,” The 
other was William Walker. 


Walker was the oddest of the lot. 
He weighed little more than 100 
pounds. He was below average 
height. He was homely, reticent 
and extremely shy, “evoking won- 
der and incredulity” from those 
who first saw him after hearing 
of his exploits. 


Yet, in command he excited ad- 
miration and loyalty from his 
wild eccentric followers, many of 
whom were criminals and all of 
whom were driven by some dream 
in which there was always desper- 
ation. 


Walker’s father, James, was a 
conservative Scot who came with 
his wife to the Port of Philadel- 
phia and then moved on through 
the Appalachian passes to Tennes- 
see. He settled in Nashville. Wil- 
liam was the eldest of four chil- 
dren. The father did well in busi- 
ness and son William had educa- 
tional opportunities unusal for 
those frontier days. He graduated 
at the University of Nashville in 
1838 and took his medical degree 
at the University of Pennsylvania 
in 1843. 


Doting Father 


A doting father, pleased at such 
studiousness, sent the young doc- 
tor to Paris for a year of graduate 
study. He then spent a year in 
travel. 


By then he could no longer go 
ahead with being a doctor. His 
father assisted him to study law. 
He was in due time admitted to 
the bar in New Orleans. Having 
attained that status, it, like medi- 
cine, had no further appeal. 

With his father’s aid he became 
editor and one of the proprietors 
of the New Orleans Daily Cres- 
cent. The paper did not prosper. 
He moved on to California. There 
he went into politics, fought duels, 
and then, gathering together some 
men as restless and lost as he, 
moved into lower California and 
proclaimed a republic. Mexicans 
forced him out. The United States 
arrested him. A sympathetic jury 
freed him.

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Unfit Drivers Are 


Potential Murderers 


Enthusiasm for the proposal to per- 
mit traffic court judges to require physi- 
cal and psychological examinations of 
traffic violators—at the judge’s discre- 
tion—is more than justified. 

Experience has proved, and studies 
bear this out, that many offenders—es- 
pecially repeaters— are physically or 
mentally unfit to drive a car. That being 
true, they are dangerous to public safety. 
Many are potential murderers, a fact 
which statistics also prove. 

The Fulton County Medical Society 
and Grady Hospital will cooperate with 
the city on the plan. The society has 
been studying it for several years, cul- 
minating in the proposal approved by the 
police committee of the aldermanic board 
Wednesday night. 

Such a widespread program as pro- 
posed does deserve financial support 
from automobile manufacturers, insur- 
ance companies and health services. 
Death of 40,000 Americans a year is the 
shameful fact which concerns them as 
well as the public. Killing of 72 neople 
on Atlanta streets last year shows this 
to be a good place to start. 

Since most accidents are traceable to 
driver error, a study of drivers them- 
selves should aid in finding the cause. 
If examinations can show up unfit driv- 
ers before they are allowed further to 
endanger their own and others’ lives, 
much mayhem can be prevented. 

It is encouraging to note that the 
medical profession is taking the lead in 
a program which affects the welfare, even 
the life, of every citizen. The committee 
of doctors, headed by Dr. Elbert Van 
Buren, has acted in the public interest. 

In this and other aspects of mental 
health, medical science can contribute 
greatly. The relationship of crime and 
mental illness has been well established. 
It is being acknowledged through such 
agencies as the Chicago Municipal Court’s 
Psychiatric Institute, which is becoming 
a major adjunct to crime prevention in 
that city and which has devoted atten- 
tion to the traffic problem, among others. 

We look forward to the day when psy- 
chiatry and medicine can achieve maxi- 
mum effectiveness in helping to solve the 
complex problems of human relation- 
ships in today’s society. We're glad to 
see such signs of progress as this and 
the recent study of Milledgeville State 
Hospital.

John L. Lewis Swings 
Blows at Wrong Target 


The years may have diminished the 
frequency of John L. Lewis’ thunderings 
but certainly not the intensity. 

He was the battling John L. of old 
Wednesday in his appearance before a 
House labor subcommittee. His jabs 
were sharp and his haymakers carried 
steam. 

Even his severest critics should have 
admired the fire with which Lewis, at 
the age of 79, did battle. 

But it should be regarded as a good 
performance and nothing more. Instead 
of directing his energy toward protect- 
ing the rank and file of labor from cor- 
rupt leadership, Lewis blasted away at 
all bills before Congress aimed at 
achieving that objective. 

Far from fastening “a cast-iron chas- 
tity belt around the waists” of Ameri- 
can workers, as Lewis charged they 
would, the bills under consideration are 
aimed at freeing union members from 
the abuses to which they have been sub- 
jected by a number of organized labor’s 
hierarchy. 

Lewis fought gamely before the sub- 
committee. But he was punching in the 
wrong direction so far as the best in- 
terests of the average worker are con- 
cerned. 


Nobody Is Surprised 
As Russians Say ‘Nyet’ 


Right on schedule, as previously an- 
nounced, the United States presented the 
“package plan” for the unification of Ger- 
many. . 

Also on schedule and as anticipated the 
Russians denounced the plan as unac- 
ceptable. This we knew they would do, 
Here, indeed, we have a fine example of 
how diplomacy works. The Western na- 
tions could not even agree on a plan 
which had any remote chance of accépt- 
ance. The Russians knew this. We knew 
they knew. But the plan was presented. 
Its core is a free Berlin guaranteed by the 
four powers. The remainder of the plan 
would unify Germany in 30 months. 

While this has no chance of success, 
the West was wise to be first with a plan. 
It will enable the Soviets to accept some 
form of it. They will first offer their 
yn. It, too, will not be accepted. But once 
is done there will be material on 
which compromise can go to work. About. 
all that can be expected is that the for- 


eign ministers will produce some plan 
on which the summit meeting can be held. 

It is much too early to predict what 
will take place. But there is reason to en- 
tertain some slight optimism that the 
ministers will not labor and bring forth 
less than a mouse and that the summit 
meeting may, in fact, be able to amelio- 
rate tensions and give poor old mother 
earth at least slight relief from the long- 
time pain in the neck brought on by the 
cold war.

Survey on Prisoners 


Should Prove H elpful 


Results of the Atlanta Citizens Crime 
Committee’s newly launched survey of 
the handling of prisoners, parolees and 
released prisoners should prove useful in 
alleviating a pressing state problem. 

Georgia’s prison population has out- 
grown existing facilities for confinement. 
Corrections Director Jack Forrester re- 
ports the total number of inmates is 
nearing the 10,000 mark. Even the hich- 
way maintenance prison camps are be- 
coming overcrowded. 

Rehabilitation, probation and facil- 
ities for juvenile reform will be explored 
in the survey. There is ample room for 
improvements in each of these fields. 

There are, of course, a large number 
of habitual criminals who are too hard- 
ened to respond to any efforts made to 
rehabilitate them. They must remain in 
confinement for the protection of society. 

But there are many others who could 
be rehabilitated and paroled if only there 
were adequate facilities and personnel 
to provide the opportunity and super- 
vision necessary. 

The state soon will have to move in 
that direction or build additional prisons, 
if not a combination of both. 

The Atlanta committee’s survey comes 
at a time when there is a growing need 
for a feasible course of action to pursue. 
Its efforts in seeking answers to some 
of the important penal problems rep- 
resent a service not only to Atlanta and 
Fulton County but to the entire state.

Mr. Webb Should Take 


Refresher Law Course 


Investigations by Sol. Gen. Paul 
Webb’s office into corruption in state 
government—especially the work of his 
special assistant, Paul Cadenhead—have 
been most productive. Information lead- 
ing to one indictment after another has 
been developed. 

But again that old specter of having 
indictments come to naught because of 
overlooked legal technicalities and loop- 
holes has arisen. 

First there came the question about 
the right of officials under investigation 
to be informed of proposed indictments 
and to appear before the grand jury. 
And now an equally serious question has 
arisen about the status.of Mr. Caden- 
head. Is he an inv tor, .a« special 
prosecutor or just what is his legal 
standing? ’ 

Mr. Webb’s somewhat asinine remark 
that reporters are to blame for “this 
thing” about Mr. Cadenhead coming up 
is about the most lame excuse for care- 
lessness about legal technicalities we’ve 
ever heard. Mr. Cadenhead is employed 
by Mr. Webb’s office. Whatever legal 
status he holds is not a matter of any- 
body’s terminology except that of Mr. 
Webb as a state court official. Surely he 
must have spelled this out rather com- 
pletely and in accordance with law in 
his contract with Mr. Cadenhead. 

One would think that a person in 
Mr. Webb's position and with his experi- 
ence would at least know these fine points 
of law which might make indictments 
valid or invalid. If anyone escapes just 
punishment because of legal technicali- 
ties and failure of the solicitor general 
to properly interpret the law, the public 
will place the blame where it rightfully 
belongs. 

Meanwhile, it would appear that Mr. 
Webb and his staff could stand a re- 
fresher course in the fine points of law.

But they failed to know 
the goings-on in our neighboring county of Oconee. 


Qconee is a small county in 
area. For instance, let’s compare 
it with Madison County, which is 
probably twice its size and there- 
fore more road mileage would

But the record of the State Pa- 
trol in Oconee is amazing when 
compared to Madison County and 
the other 157 counties in Georgia. 

Either the State Patrol is do- 
ing a jam-up enforcement job in 
Oconee while the patrol is lay- 
ing down in the other 158 coun- 
ties or there is honest enforce- 
ment in 158 counties and a legal 
shakedown going on in Oconee.

Khrushchev Knows 


Score on Missiles 


NEW YORK—The Foreign Ministers’ Con- 
ference opened in controversy in Geneva against 


a background of threats and warnings from Pre- % 

mier Nikita S. Khrushchev. The warnings were blunt—eight hydrogen 
bombs could destroy West Germany, he said, and about the same 
number would devastate the rest of Western Europe. “‘And the coun- 
tries first to suffer will be those in which the Americans are setting 


up their rocket bases,’’ he added. 


Khrushchev’s purpose coincides 
with Soviet objectives at Geneva. 
Moscow is trying to prevent the 
establishment of missile bases in 
Europe and the arming of West 
Germany or other North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization powers with 
nuclear weapons, But the attempt 
comes too late. 

The modernization of NATO's 
ground and air forces has pro- 
gressed considerably in the last 
year. 

Most of the missiles so far fur- 
nished are tactical short-range— 
or so-called battlefield—missiles, 
but there are some long-range 
ones. The long-range missiles in- 
clude four squadrons of 1,500-mile 
Thors—some 60 missiles — in 
Britain. Two to four squadrons of 
1,500-mile Jupiters are scheduled 
for emplacement in Italy and 
a be there before the year’s 
end.

| You Can Buy Them Here |

As a cosmopolitan city, Atlanta is doing pretty 
well. Delicatessens and specialty food shops have 
been for a long time catering to those with a foreign 
tongue—tastewise and language wise. 


Now a local grocery store 
chain has taken an interest in 
the popularity of rare and for- 
eign goods. The stores will offer 
this weekend many fresh Chi- 
nese vegetables which have 
been missing from the local 
scene. 


Coming from California farms, 
these vegetables will be wel- 
come invaders of the home- 
maker’s kitchen. Now the gour- 
met cook can refrain from open- 
ing the can by preparing her 
own Oriental dishes from 
scratch. 


How impressive it will be to 
invite guests over and serve 


' them a fresh Chinese vegetable 


dish. Among‘ these vegetables 
to be seen in the markets are 
bok choy, lobok, taro root, don 
gar, dikon, and choy sum. 
Other foods that will come in 
with the Chinese foods are but- 
ter lettuce, red leaf lettuce, 
leeks, Italian squash, cherry 
tomatoes, tartarian cherries, 
dasheen afd chayote. 
LIKE SQUASH 

Chayote is widely grown in 
Central America and is now be- 
ing raised in large quantities in 
California. A form of squash, it 
ic pear-shaped, green or white 
in color and has a delicate 
flavor. Chayote should be se- 
lected the same as native sum- 
mer squash and eaten and pre- 
pared in the same manner. 


Dasheen is similar to the 
white potato, but has less water 
and more starch and protein. 
Cooked like the white potato, it 
has a nutty flavor when boiled 
or baked. Baked whole or 
peeled and boiled as you would 
a potato, dasheen is served with 
drawn butter or a dressing or 
mashed garlic, lemon juice, oil 
and salt. May also be fried like 
a potato chip. 

Bok choy is Chinese celery. 
Similar in appearance to large, 
thick stocks of celery, green 
tops with whitish-green stems, 
very smooth. Generally used in 
preparation of Chinese chop 
suey, etc. 


Lobok is a Chinese-type root 
vegetable without tops, about 6 
to 8 inches long, and 1% to 1% 
inches in diameter, nearly the 
same size from top to bottom, 
about the color of parsnips. It 
is principally used in making 
soup. 

TARO ROOT 

Taro root, or potato, {s about 
l'2 to 1% inches in diameter, 
resembling celery root in tex- 
ture and color. White inside, it 
tastes like potatoes. Cook with 
pork and onions. 


Don gar is a large, smooth- 
skinned, grayish melon or 
squash as the Chinese call it. 
It resembles a mildewed melon, 
roundish like a pumpkin, and 
weighs about 6 to 8 pounds each. 
Chinese prepare it as we dv 
Hubbard squash. 


Dikon has the appearance of 
large, long white radishes, 
tapered 8 to/10 inches long and 
about 1l'2 to 1% inches in dl- 
ameter at the top. 


It is used mostly by Japanese,

Thinking caps are on, but still the hardest part of giving a 
party is deciding what to serve, especially when the affair falls 
into the before-dinner line. Caviar is exciting and expensive, but 
sometimes an ordinary and cheaper dish can become exciting too, 
when it’s served in attractive surroundings, with a few delicious 
dips. 

If your circle of friends hasn't served a bowl full of fresh 
vegetables as hors d'oeuvres, introduce it to the crowd and listen 
to the comments of praise. They may be surprised at first to see 
raw asparagus instead of lobster tartlets, but once they dip the 
raw cauliflower into the avocado dip they'll begin changing their 
minds. 

Besides being a tasty bowl the combination of vegetables are as 
pretty as can be for the centerpiece of an hors d’oeuvre table. With 
different shades of greens forming a background for red, oranges, 
yellows, whites and creams the bowl is oustanding. 

The way to keep the vegetables at their best is to fill a very 
large glass bowl, ‘punch bowl or salad bowl) full of crushed ice. 
Raw vegetables, all kinds, are then stuck into the ice to make an 
attractive arrangement; cabbage, asparagus, broccoli, carrots— 
strips and curls, cucumber, onion rings, celery, green pepper 
strips, radishes, turnip and beet circles, artichokes, green beans, 
green pea pods, yellow squash, endive and o 

All vegetables can be prepared ahead time. Cut carrota, 
celery and other vegetables that lend themselves to strips, the 
night before. Put strips in cold water and keep in refrigerator. The 
same procedure goes for all the vegetables since they gain in crisp- 
ness when soaked this way. 

A head of cauliflower is perfect for the middle of the bowl, 
around it stalks of asparagus and broccoli are uncommon and most 
interesting to see. The other vegetables can be scattered out over 
the bowl. Lettuce and the other salad greens add a lacy touch to the 
bowl when they are placed here and there.
